A Montrealer by birth, Miss Hunter Tansey has co-authored several reports on 
education for the federal government, and has lectured and written numerous articles on 
the subject of adult education in Canada. The Outstanding Citizen Award was given to 
her in 1975 by the Montreal Citizenship Council. She has been a member of the 
Committee on Non-Traditional Education since 1977, and is also an associate member of 


the Association for Continuing Higher Education.
